The following changes have been made in the arrangements 
previously announced 


The special boat will leave Rowe’s Wharf at 10:45 o'clock, 
Nobles will report to the Major at the lower end of the wharf, not later 
than 10: 30 to receive their round trip tickets. 


The change to uniforms will be made at Ocean Gardens, Nantasket 
Avenue, street floor entrance. 


The parking space for automobiles will be at the Sunset Garage 
and the land adjoining, at Nantasket Point Road and Nantasket Avenue. 


Nobles going by boat, as the majority have signified, will form at 
the head of the wharf on arrival at Nantasket, and proceed in a body 
to Ocean Gardens, which is a short walking distance and nearer to the 
point where the parade will form. 


The train for Pemberton, where dinner will be served, will leave 
Bayside Station at approximately 5: 45 o'clock. 


Particularly note the fact that the special boat leaves at 10:45 
instead of 11:00 o'clock, and that the change to uniform is made at 
Ocean Gardens instead of the Hotel Naniasket.
